IMPORTANT GOVERNMENT ”

Sir A. Stanley; President’of’ the Bourd 
at Trude, hddressing a meeting of. the 
principa) dye users’ of the country at 

anchester recently, said that to remove 
the woakness caused by Germany's world 
monopaly in the dyemaking industry 
the Government granted substantial os 
sixtunce-to a limited company, their aim 
being the establishment of a stateaided 
company diround whith would :be grouped 
a combination of all the’ principal 
concerns ingaged in dye-making. That 
object had not been attained, as the 
development of dye-making had beech 
hampered by the demand upon it'for the 
supply.of explosives. The present posi- 
tion was that therr was: a very large 


output of dyestuffs which were required [ 


for war purposes and for meeting civilian 

trade, but little progress had « been 
made with regard to special dyes. 
For these Great Britain hid stil! to rely 
largely upon supplies from Switzerland. 
manufactured’ from’ British raw .mate- 
rials, The continuance of the’ industry 
l'on the present lines meant that in tho 
time at Bur disposal a sufficient advance 
would not be made to place us in a 
position .of ‘practienl independence of 
Germany at the conclusion ofthe war. , 


The Board of Trade, therefore, came to 
the conclusion that if effective co-opera- 
htion among ‘the’ principal makers 
wuld be seeured,. and’ if eertain 
udditional Government nasistance - were 
Kiven, “the ° British dye industry 
could be: established on a reason.
